today, prevented tho ratlllcntlon ot tho 
Arizona ami New Mexico 
statehood 


bill. When the Senate reconvened at 
111 o'clock thla morning, Owen resum- 
ed hln filibuster against the statehood 
bill, preventing consideration oC tho 
general deficiency bill.

Increase the membership from ,191 to 
ISO was filibustered again In tho Sen- 
lite enrly today by McCiimbor ot North 


Dakota, and Hoot of New York.

PROGRESS OF A BULLET.

X cinematograph apparatus which 


takes pictures with Intervals of ono 
live-thousandth of a second has been 
Invented by Dr. Cranz of tho Military 
Academy o£ Berlin. 
A striking ox- 


nmplo of tho power of tho nppurntus 
shows a bullet fired nt a bladder of 
water thnt la hung on a string. 


Tho eye only sees a llttlo smoke from 


fbo pistol nnd a couplo of holes In tho 
bladder, from which the water runs, 
but when this Is clnomnlographed and 
tho Him If shown slowly a, very Inter- 
esting scries of operations can bo 
watched. 
• First tho bullet Is seen approaching. 
It Is traveling 3,000 feet a second, but 
It icemi to movo qulto deliberately. 
In front of It nnd extending n long 
way above nnd below It Is a 'dim lino 
bent abnrply Immediately before tho 
bullet 
A bullet can no more pass 


through air tban a vessel can through 
water without making » wave, and 
thin Is tho air wave. It Is mado -visible 
on account of Its different density, just 
as tho waves In nlr nro seen above a 
chimney or over hot ground. 


Behind tlio bullet coma scattered 


grains of tho powder that havo not 
been burned, nnd traveling more slow- 
ly Btlll comes tho wad. 
Tbo bullet 


enters tho bladder nnd disappears In- 
side, a llttlo water spurting out of tho 
hole It makes. 
Then It reaches tbo 


other side, but It no longer cuts through 
at once, ns It did when tho bladder 
wns backed up by tho -water. 


Something llko a finger seems to 


push tho bladder outward Into a long 
tube, then tho tubo opens anil lets ou* 
tho bullet, which gradually travels 
nwny, Tho rube docs not nt one* col- 
lopie; Its form Is maintained by the 
stream of water which follows tho pro- 
jectile.
